Corporation  of  Heywood. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  of  Heywood,  being  the  seventh  issued  since 
my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer. 

The  statistics  this  year  have  been  based  on  an  estimated 
population  of  26143,  distributed  as  follows  : 


North  Ward 10062 

South  Ward 10859 

West  Ward  5222 


26143 

Births. — The  number  registered  during  1904  was  561.  This 
number  is  73  less  than  registered  in  1903.  The  birth  rate  is 
therefore  21*45  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population,  whereas 
during  the  previous  year  it  was  estimated  at  24*46  per  1000  of  the 
population.  Sixteen  of  the  above  births  were  illegitimate. 

The  birth  rate  this  year  is  very  low  indeed. 

Heywood  appears  to  be  following  the  gradual  decline  of  the 
birth  rate  which  is  general  to  England  and  Wales. 

During  the  last  ten  years  1895-1904,  the  birth  rate  in  Heywood 
was  23*37,  whereas  during  the  ten  years  previous  1885-1894,  the 
birth  rate  was  27*2  per  1000  of  the  population,  i.e.,  the  birth  rate 
has  fallen  3*83  per  1000  of  the  population. 

In  England  and  Wales  the  birth  rate  during  1904  was  27*9 
per  1000  of  the  population,  whereas  during  the  previous  year  it 
was  28*4  per  1000  of  the  population. 
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Of  the  561  children  born  during  1904,  275  were  males  and  286 
were  females. 

Deaths. — The  deaths  of  487  persons  took  place  during  1904 
within  the  Borough  of  Heywood,  (5  of  these  were  non-residents) 
whereas  during  the  previous  year  408  deaths  occurred.

The  death  rate  for  1904  is  18-62  per  1000  of  the  population. 
In  the  previous  year  the  death  rate  was  15*74  per  1000  of  the 
population,  therefore  there  is  an  increase  in  the  death  rate  of 
2*88  per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  average  death  rate  for  the  previous  twelve  years  is  equal 
to  a rate  of  18*7  per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  average  death  rate  throughout  all  England  and  Wales 
during  1904  was  16*2  per  1000  of  the  population  (see  subjoined 
table).

The  very  great  increase  in  the  death  rate  of  the  West  Ward 
during  the  past  year  is  very  noticeable  on  perusing  the  foregoing 
table.  This  is  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  especially 
of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diarrhoea,  Consumption,  Cancer  and 
Bronchitis,  &c. 

The  number  of  births  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths  during  the 
year  by  74,  shewing  a natural  increase  in  the  population  of 
74,  whereas  during  the  previous  year  the  natural  increase  was  226. 

During  the  year  1904,  32  deaths  of  persons  formerly  resident 
in  the  Borough  occurred  outside  the  Borough,  viz.  : —

If  these  deaths  be  added  to  the  487  which  occurred  within  the 
Borough,  then  the  total  number  would  be  519  deaths,  which  would 
be  equal  to  a crude  death  rate  of  19*85  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  crude  death  rate  in  1903  was  17*59  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  tables  in  this  report  are  based  upon  the  number  of  deaths 
occurring  within  the  Borough  only. 
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Infant  Mortality  Rate. — This  rate  shews  the  number  of 
deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  births. 

In  1904  in  the  Borough  of  Heywood  it  was  210  as  against  126 
in  the  preceding  year.  In  England  and  Wales  it  was  146.

Last  year  you  were  congratulated  upon  your  very  low  Infant 
Mortality,  this  year  unfortunately,  it  is  quite  otherwise. 

The  Infant  mortality  is  most  unsatisfactory,  it  has  risen  from 
126  to  210  per  1000  births,  whilst  in  England  and  Wales  the  infant 
mortality  has  only  risen  from  132  to  146  per  1,000  births. 

This  great  increase  is  due  to  the  very  high  mortality  which 
occurred  amongst  infants  suffering  from  Whooping  Cough, 
Measles,  and  Diarrhoea.  Gastro-intestinal  and  pulmonary 
diseases  have  as  usual,  also  contributed  largely  to  the  high  infant 
mortality. 
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One  hundred  and  eighteen  deaths  have  occurred  in  children 
under  one  year,  and  seventy  of  these  children  were  fed  with  the 
bottle,  whereas  last  year  out  of  80  deaths,  forty-five  were  brought 
up  artificially. 

The  neglect  of  mothers  to  rear  their  offspring  naturally 
contributes  very  largely  to  this  enormous  loss  of  life  during  infancy. 

The  preference  that  married  women  have  for  millwork,  rather 
than  for  performing  the  very  necessary  but  rather  less  interesting 
and  more  common  place  work  in  their  homes,  leads  them  to  neglect 
the  duty  they  owe  their  young.  This  employment  in  the  mills 
whilst  often  in  an  unfit  state  of  health  contributes  to  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  premature  births. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases, 
viz.,  small-pox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
typhoid  fever,  and  diarrhoea,  caused  79  deaths,  or  16*22  of  the 
deaths  from  all  causes. 

These  deaths  were  equal  to  an  annual  zymotic  death  rate  of 
3*02  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  the  Borough  of  Hey  wood.  Last 
year  the  zymotic  rate  was  1 *08. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1904  was  1*94.

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  six  houses  from  which  the 
patients  were  removed  to  Hospital  were  not  altogether  satisfactory. 
The  closet  accommodation  was  respectively  on  the  waste  water  (3), 
covered  midden  privy  (1),  and  pail  (2)  systems.  Defective  drains 
existed  at  three  of  the  houses. 

As  to  cleanliness,  all  the  houses  were  satisfactory,  most  of  them 
being  very  clean  indeed.

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From  the  foregoing  Table  it  will  at  once  be  seen  that  : — 

(1)  No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  a vaccinated  person  under 

fifteen  years  of  age. 

(2)  That  of  the  two  cases  which  occurred  under  fifteen  years  of 

age,  both  were  unvaccinated,  and  one  of  these  was  attacked 
by  a distinctly  severe  type  of  the  disease,  Confluent,  and 
the  other,  Discrete,  or  mild  variety  of  Smallpox. 

(3)  That  the  two  severe  cases  occurring  in  vaccinated  persons 

were  34  and  39  years  of  age  respectively,  who  were 
vaccinated  in  infancy.  The  former  died  of  the  Haemorr- 
hagic variety  of  the  disease,  and  the  latter  had  only  one 
vaccination  mark  on  his  arm. 

(4)  That  of  the  seven  vaccinated  persons  attacked,  six  were  thirty 

years  of  age  or  more. 

The  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  the  unvaccinated  class  was 
thirty-three  days,  and  that  of  the  vaccinated,  twenty-one  and  a half 
days. 

It  has  been  shewn,  as  in  other  epidemics,  even  with  the 
comparatively  few  cases  occurring  in  this  Borough  during  the  last 
two  years,  that  the  value  of  vaccination  and  revaccination  has  been 
confirmed. 

We  find  that  in  the  unvaccinated,  the  severity  of  the  disease  is 
far  more  pronounced.  Again,  we  notice  that  if  the  vaccinated  are 
attacked  by  Smallpox,  it  is  usually  later  in  life,  when  the  power  of 
the  primary  vaccination  has  to  some  extent  lost  its  protective  agency. 
Revaccination  as  previously  advised,  is  the  best  means  of  combating 
this  disease,  for  by  this,  the  immunity  given  by  primary  vaccination 
is  renewed. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  has  occurred  in  a revaccinated  person 
during  the  whole  epidemic 

As  previously  stated,  half  of  the  cases  occurred  at  a common 
lodging  house,  possessing  accomodation  for  about  thirty-five 
persons. 
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There,  the  difficulties  of  preventing-  the  spread  of  the  disease 
were  very  great. 

The  inmates  refused  re-vaccination  unless  a small  allowance 
was  granted  them,  and  this  my  committee  refused. 

If  all  the  inmates  of  the  lodging  house  had  been  vaccinated  or 
re-vaccinated  when  the  first  case  occurred,  I have  not  the  slightest 
doubt  that  the  other  four  cases  would  not  have  developed.  This 
re-vaccination  would  have  entailed  very  little  cost  to  the  town, 
whereas  the  treatment  of  the  four  cases  cost  the  town  a very 
considerable  amount. 

The  disease  was  only  stamped  out  by  an  examination  each 
night  of  every  inmate  of  the  lodging  house,  and  through  this  strict 
surveillance,  at  least  three  cases  of  Smallpox  were  detected. 

It  is  acknowledged  that  tramps  and  the  inmates  of  common 
lodging  houses  have  been  the  chief  means  of  spreading  Smallpox 
throughout  the  country  during  the  last  few  years. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  stamp  out  this  disease  amongst  such 
a class  of  people,  and  greater  powers  are  required  to  deal  with  an 
epidemic  amongst  them. 

Vaccination  and  re-vaccination  of  vagrants  who  have  been 
exposed  to  infection  should  be  made  compulsory,  and  if  they  object 
to  vaccination,  then  compulsory  isolation  is  necessary  during  the 
incubation  period.

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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the 
number  of  primary  vaccinations.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  the 
objection  or  apparent  indifference  of  parents  to  this  the  greatest  of 
all  protections  against  Smallpox. 

In  writing  on  *the  relationship  of  Smallpox  and  vaccination 
in  previous  reports,  it  has  been  suggested  that  I should  give  the 
figures  from  some  other  towns,  Leicester  in  particular  being  cited. 

From  a special  report  issued  in  March,  1904,  by  Dr.  C.  K. 
Millard,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Leicester,  I have  taken 
the  following  particulars  : — 

That  the  only  two  outbreaks  of  Smallpox  deserving  the  name  of 
epidemics,  which  have  occurred  since  1872  in  Leicester,  are  : — 

(1)  1892-3  when  there  were  355  cases  and  21  deaths.

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The  great  difference  in  the  mortality  of  the  vaccinated  and 
the  unvaccinated,  is  very  clearly  shewn  from  this  table. 

Measures  adopted  for  the  controlling*  of  the  disease  or 
the  “Leicester  Method.” 

(1)  Compulsory  notification,  (promptness  in  notification  contributed 

largely  to  the  success  with  which  the  disease  was  controlled) 

(2)  Hospital  Isolation.*  This  was  recognized  as  of  the  utmost 

importance. 

(3)  Surveillance  of  Contacts.  These  were  visited  daily. 

(4)  Vaccination  of  Contacts.  The  latter  were  strongly  advised 

to  be  vaccinated,  and  vaccination  was  resorted  to  whenever 
they  were  willing  to  submit  to  it. 

(5)  Disinfection. 

* An  essential  point  in  any  system  of  isolation  in  such  a disease  as 
Smallpox  is,  that  the  patient  shall  be  surrounded  by  a cordon  of  protected 
persons.  Therefore,  care  was  taken  that  every  member  of  the  Hospital  staff  was 
recently  vaccinated,  with  the  exception  of  a few  who  had  had  smallpox. 

Influence  of  Vaccination  on  Fatality  and  Severity  of  the 
disease. 

Dr.  Millard  says  : (1)  “ That  the  risk  of  the  disease  proving 
fatal  is  much  less  amongst  those  who  have  been  vaccinated 
(even  though  once  in  a life-time)  than  is  the  case  amongst 
those  who  have  never  been  vaccinated.” 

(2)  “ That  the  difference  in  the  average  severity  of  the  attack 

amongst  the  vaccinated  and  unvaccinated  was  very 
apparent  in  the  Hospital.” 

INFLUENCE  OF  RECENT  VACCINATION. 

Dr.  Millard  says  : “ That  if  there  is  one  fact  in  the  whole  range 
of  science  which  I regard  as  absolutely  certain,  and  about 
which  I have  not  a scintilla  of  doubt  it  is  this,  that 

recent  vaccination  protects  from  Smallpox.” 
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Primary  Vaccinations  performed  in  Leicester. 

From  the  year  1887  to  the  year  1901,  only  2885  primary 
vaccinations  were  performed,  or  192  per  year. 

During  the  two  years  1902  and  1903,  3724  primary  vaccinations 
were  performed,  or  1862  per  year,  shewing  that  even  the  Leicester 
public  are  beginning  to  recognize  the  value  of  vaccination,  as  a 
protection  against  Smallpox. 

Typhus  Fever — No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. — Twenty-nine  cases 
were  reported,  and  six  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  whereas 
in  the  previous  year  fifty-six  cases  were  reported  and  eight  deaths 
were  registered.

Considerable  advantage  has  again  been  taken  of  our  arrange- 
ments with  the  Public  Health  Department  of  Manchester  University. 
Many  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made,  and  these  have 
been  of  great  assistance  to  the  Medical  Gentlemen  of  the  town  in 
confirming  or  otherwise  their  diagnosis. 

The  free  supply  of  Anti-diphtheritic  Serum  has  also  very 
frequently  been  taken  advantage  of. 

Fifteen  of  the  infected  attended  day  school  and  they  were 
distributed  amongst  seven  schools,  twelve  remained  at  home,  and 
the  remaining  two  were  occupied  at  work  in  two  different  factories. 

The  milk  supply  for  the  twenty-nine  patients  was  obtained 
from  at  least  twenty-one  different  sources,  and  at  no  time  during 
the  year  was  any  case  of  diphtheria  notified  from  a farm  house.

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  several  of  the  houses  were  far 
from  satisfactory.  Defective  drains  and  gullies,  unpaved  back 
yards,  open  and  closed  midden  privies,  dirty  pails,  & c.,  were 
frequently  observed. 

Although  notices  have  been  served  upon  millowners,  & c.  to 
discontinue  the  blowing  off  of  steam  from  the  boilers  into  the  sewers, 
this  objectionable  and  dangerous  practice  continues. 

The  usual  measures,  as  described  in  my  previous  report,  have 
been  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease. 

The  scheme  for  the  better  ventilation  of  the  sewers  has  been 
proceeded  with  during  the  year.  12  additional  Manholes  have  been 
erected. 

The  isolation  which  is  carried  out  in  the  homes  where 
Diphtheria  exists,  is  very  poor  and  most  unsatisfactory.  No  doubt 
the  spread  of  the  disease  is  considerably  increased  by  the 
carelessness  and  ignorance  displayed  by  the  parents  of  some  of  the 
affected  children. 

The  practice  of  visiting  and  seeing  those  who  are  suffering 
from  this  Infectious  Disease,  and  especially  the  visitation  by  friends 
and  neighbours  and  their  children,  after  death  has  occurred,  to  view 
the  body  of  the  dead  person,  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned. 
The  condemnation  of  this  practice  applies  not  only  to  Diphtheria, 
but  to  all  other  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  and  also  to  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough. 

Scarlet  Fever. — During  the  year  101  cases  were  reported, 
and  three  deaths  have  been  registered  from  this  disease.  See 
subjoined  tables. 

In  the  previous  year  86  cases  were  reported  and  three  deaths 
were  registered  from  the  disease.

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  very  widely  distributed  throughout  the 
Borough  during  the  year.  The  disease  has  fortunately  been  of  a 
very  mild  type,  as  the  isolation  which  has  been  attempted  in 
some  homes  has  been  very  unsatisfactory,  and  in  some  cases  no 
isolation  whatever  has  been  carried  out. 

If  this  epidemic  had  been  of  a severe  type,  the  neglect  of 
proper  isolation  would  have  contributed  largely  to  a much  higher 
mortality. 

Typhoid  Fever.— Seven  cases  have  been  notified  during  the 
year,  and  no  deaths  have  been  registered.  During  the  year  1903 
seven  cases  were  reported  and  one  death  occurred. 

All  the  cases  occurred  in  the  West  Ward. 

The  disease  has  not  been  traced  to  either  the  water  or  milk 
supply  in  any  case. 

Probably  the  local  conditions  existing,  explain  the  origin  of 
the  fever. 
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The  disease  manifested  itself  in  four  houses,  and  the  latter 
were  supplied  with  the  following  conveniences  : — 

Closed  midden  privies — Two. 

Open  midden  privy — One. 

Waste-water  closet — One. 

Four  of  the  seven  cases  have  occurred  where  the  midden  privy 
system  was  in  vogue.  During  the  previous  four  years,  the 
majority  of  the  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  has  arisen  where  similar 
insanitary  conditions  existed.

Forty-one  of  these  were  under  five 
years  of  age  ; and  fifty-five  above  five  years  of  age;  this  is  equal 
to  an  annual  death-rate  of  3’6y  per  thousand  of  the  population.

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Phthisis. — All  cases  of  Consumption,  whether  affecting  the 
brain,  bowels,  joints,  or  lungs,  &c.,  are  included  under  this  head* 
Forty-four  deaths  have  been  registered  during  the  year;  6 were 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  38  were  above  five  years  of  age.  This 
is  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  1*68  per  thousand  of  the  popu- 
lation, i.e.,  roughly,  one  out  of  eleven  of  the  deaths  this  year  is 
due  to  consumption. 

During  the  last  ten  years  562  deaths  have  occurred  from  this 
disease  (134  of  these  were  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age)  out  of  a total  of  4605  deaths  from  all  causes,  or  about  one 
out  of  eight  persons  have  died  from  phthisis. 

Fewer  deaths  have  been  registered  this  year  than  during  any  of 
the  last  six  years.  The  public  are  slowly  beginning  to  recognize  the 
value  of  fresh  air  and  sunlight  in  the  prevention  of  this  disease. 

They  still  appear  very  ignorant  of  the  way  the  disease  is  spread 
and  do  not  recognize  that  it  is  a contagious  disease. 

Of  the  forty-four  patients  who  died  of  Phthisis  during  1904

A very  serious  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year,  and  it  developed  throughout  the  town  very  quickly. 

This  disease  was  spread  by  means  of  School  contact,  and  also 
by  house  to  house  infection,  (i.e.,  infection  from  contact  with  cases 
around  their  homes). 

School  infection,  was  in  my  opinion  the  chief  factor  in  spreading 
the  disease.  It  chiefly  affected  very  young  children,  especially 
those  attending  the  Infant  Schools  of  the  town. 

Acting  upon  this  opinion  the  closure  of  Schools  (chiefly  the 
Infants’  Departments)  was  resorted  to  on  a large  scale. 

The  following  Schools  were  closed  during  the  year  through 
the  prevalence  of  Measles  : — 

Middle  Class  School,  Britain  Hill,  from  February  19th  to  March  7th,  1904. 
British  School,  Heap  Bridge,  from  March  21st  & 25th  to  April  11th,  1904. 

St.  Michael’s  School,  Bamford,  from  March  21st  & 25th  to  April  11th,  1904. 
Heap  Bridge  National  School,  from  March  30th  to  April  11th,  1904. 

Queen  Street  School  (Infant  Dept.)  from  April  18th  to  May  9th,  1904.

St.  Luke’s  School  (Infant  Dept.)  May  3rd  to  May  23rd,  1904.

St.  James’  Heady  Hill  School  (Infant  Dept.)  from  May  9th  to  May  23rd,  1904.

All  these  Schools  were  disinfected  before  being  re-opened 
and  we  found  that  the  closure  did  much  to  lessen  the  epidemic 
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It  has  been  the  custom  for  some  time,  to  devote  most  of 
our  attention  to  the  prevention  of  the  notifiable  diseases,  and  very 
little  attention  has  been  given  to  such  non-notifiable  diseases  as 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Measles  is  certainly  a much  more  serious  disease  than  the 
public  consider  it. 

During  the  last  ten  years,  it  has  caused  as  many  deaths  as 
all  the  notifiable  diseases  combined  (124  deaths  have  been  registered) 

Not  only  is  Measles  a dangerous  disease,  but  its  presence 
interferes  with  the  elementary  education  not  only  of  the  sufferers, 
but  also  of  the  education  of  the  others  attending  school  from 
the  infected  houses. 

The  following  suggestions  are  made  with  a view  to  prevent 
the  extension  of  the  disease  in  a future  epidemic  : — 

(1)  Notification  by  School  Teachers  and  School  Attendance 
Officers.  (This  should  not  be  a difficult  matter,  now  that  the 
Town  Council  is  the  Educational  Authority). 

(2)  Exclusion  from  school,  of  all  children  from  infected 
households. 

(3)  Circulation  of  leaflets,  giving  advice  on  the  prevention 
of  the  disease. 

(4)  Frequent  disinfection  of  the  Schools  from  which  cases 
are  notified. 

(5)  The  Sanitary  Inspector  to  visit  infected  houses,  to  give 
advice  on  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  to 
insist  on  the  instructions  being  carried  out. 

(6)  Early  School  closure,  especially  of  the  Infant  Departments. 

(7)  Sunday  Schools  should  be  closed  for  the  same  period 
as  the  Day  Schools. 

(8)  Disinfection  of  all  infected  houses.

The  houses  in  which  the  cases  occurred  were  chiefly  old 
property,  the  adjoining  streets  being  paved  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
but  the  back  streets,  and  in  several  cases  the  backyards  also,  were 
unpaved.  Defective  drains  were  found  to  exist  at  a few  of  the  houses 

The  Inspector’s  report  as  to  cleanliness  is  as  follows  : —

and  the  occupations  of  three  of  the  mothers  could  not  be  ascertained. 

The  seventeen  children  reared  by  the  bottle  obtained  their 
milk  supply  from  at  least  eight  farmers. 

The  parents  of  these  unfortunate  children  were  all  of  the 
working  class,  especially  of  the  poorer  class,  and  two  of  the 
children  were  illegitimate. 
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The  hot  dry  summer  experienced  this  year  has  undoubtedly 
been  the  chief  cause  of  the  diarrhoea  epidemic.  It  has  frequently 
been  noticed  in  previous  years,  that  such  a summer  always  promotes 
the  spread  of  this  disease,  which  invariably  becomes  epidemic  in  form. 

It  is  surmised  that  when  the  temperature  of  the  soil  is 
sufficiently  high  (56°  F 4 feet  below  the  surface)  growth  and  multi- 
plication of  the  germs  of  summer  diarrhoea  take  place,  and  thence 
food  is  infected  and  the  disease  is  produced  in  human  beings. 

It  has  also  been  observed  that  dust  and  flies  do  much  to 
propagate  this  disease,  and  also,  that  houses  which  have  been 
erected  upon  made  ground  are  especially  affected. 

In  the  case  of  children,  the  natural  food  is  mother’s  milk,  but 
in  many  cases  this  cannot  be,  or  is  not,  obtained,  and  artificial  means 
are  resorted  to,  to  rear  the  children.  Cow’s  milk  is  chiefly  used  in 
the  latter  case.  The  Diarrhoea  bacillus  shows  a great  fondness  for 
milk,  and  quickly  multiplies  in  it,  especially  if  the  milk  be  kept  long 
before  use  or  be  exposed  to  a high  temperature.  As  pointed  out  in 
my  last  year’s  Health  Report,  breast-fed  children  are  remarkably 
free  from  Diarrhoea,  whereas  bottle-fed  children  are  very  prone  to  it. 
Neglect  and  improper  feeding  and  want  of  cleanliness  contribute 
largely  to  the  propagation  of  the  disease. 

The  following  suggestions  are  made  with  a view  to  diminish 
the  spread  of  this  disease  and  to  lessen  the  high  mortality  which 
accompanies  it  : — 

Young  mothers  and  elder  girls  require  to  be  taught  the  elemen- 
tary principles  which  should  guide  them  in  the  feeding,  clothing, 
and  management  of  young  children.  This  knowledge  would  lead 
mothers  to  rear  more  of  their  children  naturally  than  is  now  the 
case.  The  influence  of  feeding  on  Infant  Mortality  is  shown  by 
the  following  figures,  taken  from  the  Bury  Medical  Officer  of 
Health’s  Annual  Report  for  last  year  : — Of  1,082  children  born 
during  the  year,  706  or  65  '2  per  cent,  were  breast-fed,  and  of  these 
only  43  or  6%  died.  Of  the  376  or  34^8  per  cent,  bottle-fed  chil- 
dren, 133  or  35*3%  died. 

Houses  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  erected  on  “ made” 
ground. 
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All  food  should  be  protected  from  flies  and  dust,  especially 
milk,  and  all  sweet  and  moist  foods. 

The  greatest  attention  should  be  devoted  to  cleanliness.  The 
homes  require  to  be  kept  cleaner.  The  food  should  be  prepared  with 
greater  regard  to  cleanliness.  The  clothing,  &c. , of  children  require 
greater  attention  as  to  cleanliness. 

The  excreta  from  a person  suffering  from  Diarrhoea  requires 
immediate  removal  and  disinfection. 

Water  closets  are  required  instead  of  the  privies  and  pails 
now  in  use,  and  whilst  the  latter  are  allowed,  they  should  be 
thoroughly  washed  and  disinfected  when  they  are  emptied.  This 
suggestion  has  previously  been  made. 

Leaflets  should  be  distributed  to  mothers  with  infants,  giving 
simple  advice  to  the  mothers,  regarding  feeding,  &c. , of  their  young 
children,  and  at  the  commencement  of  the  Diarrhoea  season  other 
leaflets  should  be  distributed,  giving  special  instruction,  in  order 
to  prevent  this  disease. 

Frequent  watering  of  the  streets  and  back  passages  should 
be  performed  in  the  hot  weather.  The  streets  should  be  swept 
more  frequently  during  the  hot  weather  (having  previously  been 
well  watered),  and  all  sweepings  and  other  accumulations  re- 
moved at  once  from  the  neighbourhood  of  dwelling-houses. 

All  streets,  back  streets,  passages  and  yards,  should  be  flagged 
or  paved,  & c. 

The  greatest  care  requires  to  be  given  to  milk  and  feeding 
utensils.  This  is  not  only  required  at  home,  but  also  at  the  farm, 
in  the  shippon,  and  dairy,  & c. 

More  attention  as  to  cleanliness  and  prevention  of  contamina- 
tion with  dirt,  dust,  &c. , should  be  shewn  in  milking  the  cows,  by 
the  milkers. 

Every  precaution  should  be  taken  in  the  distribution  of  the  milk 

At  the  house  all  milk  should  be  kept  under  cover  and 
protected  from  flies  and  dust. 
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Immediately  on  its  arrival,  it  should  be  well  boiled,  then 
poured  into  a clean  jug,  covered  with  a clean  cloth,  and  allowed 
to  cool  quickly. 

The  sterilization  of  milk  has  done  much  to  lessen  the 
mortality  from  this  disease  in  several  towns. 

Influenza. — Six  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease  during  the 
year.  In  1903  four  deaths  occurred  from  influenza. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Four  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified, 
and  one  death  occurred.  In  1903  three  cases  were  reported,  and 
no  deaths  occurred. 

The  Midwives’  Act  which  was  passed  on  the  thirty-first  of  July, 
1902,  with  the  object  of  securing  the  better  training  of  Midwives 
and  registration  of  their  practice,  comes  into  force  on  the  first 
day  of  April,  1905. 

The  County  Council  are  acting  as  the  local  supervising  authority, 
and  ^already  several  persons  have  become  registered. 

Whooping  Cough. — Twenty  deaths  were  registered  from  this 
disease.  During  the  preceding  year  four  deaths  occurred. 

This  disease  was  very  prevalent  during  the  earlier  months  of  the 
year,  and  the  closing  months  of  1903. 

The  disease  was  of  a very  severe  type  and  chiefly  affected 
children,  although  a few  cases  occurred  amongst  grown  up,  and 
even  old  people.  School  infection  was  the  chief  means  by  which 
the  disease  was  propagated.  Many  of  the  children  attended  school 
in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  disease  before  it  was  recognised,  and  I 
am  afraid,  even  after  it  was  well  developed. 

All  the  deaths  it  will  be  noticed  occurred  under  5 years  of  age, 
viz.  : —

Whooping  Cough  has  caused  twice  as  many  deaths  during  this 
year  as  all  the  notifiable  diseases,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Small 
Pox,  and  Croup  combined,  and  still  the  latter  diseases  are  con- 
sidered much  more  serious. 

Whooping  Cough,  like  Measles,  is  not  a notifiable  disease  and 
the  remarks  made,  whilst  dealing  with  the  latter,  as  regards  its 
prevention  and  control,  apply  equally  to  Whooping  Cough. 

It  is,  as  seen  by  the  heavy  mortality  this  year,  a very  serious 
disease  for  young  children. 

Not  only  is  it  often  very  fatal,  but  it  frequently  leads  to 
permanent  weakness  of  the  respiratory  organs,  and  also  interferes 
very  much  with  the  education  of  the  patient,  and  also  of  other 
children  of  the  same  household,  preventing  in  many  cases  their 
attendance  at  school  for  very  long  periods. 

Inquests,  &c. — The  number  of  persons  over  which  the  Coroner 
(F.  N.  Molesworth,  Esq.),  has  held  inquests  or  enquiries  is  higher 
than  the  year  previous.  The  number  of  such  held  was  30,  whereas 
during  1903  20  were  held. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Factory  and  Work- 
shops’ Act,  1901,  it  is  now  incumbent  on  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  every  Local  Authority,  to  report  upon  the  administration 
of  the  Act  in  his  district,  etc. 

The  principal  industries  in  the  Borough  of  Heywood  are  : — 
Cotton  weaving  and  dyeing,  &c.  At  the  workshops  in  the  Borough 
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the  following-  trades  are  carried  on : — Tailors,  dressmakers,  milliners, 
printers,  ironfounders,  brassfounders,  wheelwrights,  blacksmiths, 
joiners,  builders,  mineral  water  manufacturers,  and  bakers,  (bake- 
houses are  now  included  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act.) 

The  number  of  manufactories  in  the  town  is  61.

The  Refuse  destructor  has  now  been  working  very  satisfactorily 
for  some  considerable  time. 

I have  again  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  following  require- 
ments : — 

1.  The  provision  of  a Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Refuse 
Destructor  Works  or  at  some  other  more  central  position,  to 
replace  the  present  method  of  taking  all  infected  clothing  to  the 
Disinfector  at  the  Smallpox  Hospital. 

2.  The  abolition  of  the  open  and  closed  midden  privies  by 
conversion  to  the  Waste  Water  Carriage  System. 

3.  The  paving  and  draining  of  back  streets  and  passages. 

4.  The  erection  of  public  abattoirs. 

5.  Provision  for  the  proper  cleansing  of  all  (600  or  more) 
sanitary  pails  now  in  use. 

6.  The  adoption  of  new  bye-laws.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Six  hundred  and  ninety  two  visits  were  paid  to  premises  in  which 
cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  and  151  reports  made  to  the 
Medical  Officer. 
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The  houses  are  visited  immediately  on  receipt  of  the  notification 
and  instructions  given  as  to  the  precautions  to  be  adopted  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Of  the  10  cases  of  Smallpox  5 occurred  in  a Commom  Lodging 
House,  this  contained  35  beds  and  16  rooms. 

This  Lodging  House  was  visited  nightly  for  14  days  after  each 
case  had  occurred. 

During  the  year  203  rooms  were  disinfected. 

Owing  to  the  epidemic  of  measles  lists  were  received  of  the 
names  of  children  who  were  absent  from  school  reported  to  be 
suffering  from  measles. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS 

As  last  year  the  number  of  Cow-keepers  on  the  register  is  48. 

The  shippons  and  dairies  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  their 
condition  is  fairly  satisfactory. 

The  shippons  at  Captain  Fold  Farm  have  been  altered,  giving 
increased  cubic  space,  better  Ventilation  and  Lighting,  the  floors  were 
also  entirely  relaid  and  the  drains  reconstructed. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  seventeen  Private  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  Borough. 
These  are  visited  regularly  and  the  animals  slaughtered  examined. 
Their  general  condition  is  good,  and  the  cleansing  and  limewashing 
is  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

The  carcases  of  two  Pigs  and  three  sets  of  Cows  Lungs  were 
seized  and  destroyed  being  unfit  for  food. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT. 

I have  again  to  report  that  no  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
(animals)  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  have  issued  an  order 
restricting  the  removal  of  swine  from  Ireland.  This  came  into  force 
on  January  23rd,  1905,  and  is  in  force  in  the  Borough. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 


There  are  three  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the 
Borough.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  these  during  the  time 
Smallpox  was  prevalent  one  especially  being  under  close  observation. 


Their  general  condition  is  good,  and  as  regards  cleanliness  very 
satisfactory. 


CANAL  BOATS  ACT. 


Forty-two  canal  boats  were  inspected  during  the  year,  these  were 
occupied  by  79  men  18  women  and  12  children. 

In  one  case  a defective  water  cask  was  found,  the  owners 
attention  was  called  to  this,  and  a new  cask  was  provided. 

No  other  contraventions  of  the  Acts  were  found. 


The  Government  Inspector  again  visited  the  district  and 
examined  the  books  and  records. 


SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Thirty-four  observations  were  taken  during  the  year  of  smoke 
emitted  from  factory  chimneys. 

In  cases  where  the  time  limit  was  exceeded  the  firms  were 
communicated  with  and  their  attention  called  to  the  fact. 


It  was  necesseary  to  prosecute  two  firms.
